Tho dream of a distinctively Canadian culture trill possesses 
us. It-it an Idle dream. In the first place, the fact of our sovereign 
. Independence doesn't make us a distinct nation, it only makes 
us a political unit. In the second place we do not become more 
. distinctly ourselves by pursuing singularity, by countering the 
' Daughters of the Revolution with the Daughters of the Empire, or 
Davy Crockett with Pierre Radisson. Such gestures* like the 
beaver-and-map!e4eaf school of writing, are evidence of a pro- 
vincialism, not nationalism. 

Nobody has satisfactorily defined a Canadian. Northrop 
Frye's "a Canadian Is historically an American who rejects the 
revolution" won't do. The main clause Is fair enough — If 
we are not American wo are nothing. For this reason no Europ- 
ean Immigrant can feel himself at home In Canada till he has 
first discovered in himself an American. But the qualifier "who 
re{ects the revolution" is' questionable. We are not all United 
Empire Loyalists and there's no reason. why we" should be. . 

Boring 

Attempts at that sort' of definition are a waste of time: 
They make boring books and pictures and poems, doubly boring 
speeches and editorials. They lead to dull evenings with the 
family album (see Maclean's), dull afternoons poring over maps 
and railway timetables (see the Canadian epic poem), dull week- 
ends at the cottage observing the habits of the loon or seasoning 
tbe skins of Canadian owls. For if there are no spiritual marks 
that distinguish a Canadian, we are driven to rummage for our' 
peculiar suchness, our quintessential whatsis, In the facts' of 
aeoaraphy and geology, the facts of history and natural history, 
the facts of industry and commerce. We set out to seek our soul, 
and at the heel of the hunt we have nothing to show but a 
bluebook stuffed with statistics. 



What is tho Canadian artist or writer to do In the absence 
of a national culture ? Up sticks and head for London, New YdTk, 
Paris, in soarch of the metropolitan product ? Take upon himself, 
like tho flat-footed marriage counsellor who cheerfully wrecks 
.his clients' lives, the monstruous impertinence of interpreting tho 
British and Americans to each other when he doesn't yet under- 
stand himself? Well, writers and artitt have to discover for 
themselves that travel narrows the mind. As for the view that 
the Canadian writer thould be an - interpreter, that Canada Is 
'the goldon hinge' — the interpreter no tpeak'a de English; and 
the golden hinge is like the golden rivet In a man o' war, a 
dirty joko. 

All art must have a centre and the centre is where the artist 
finds himself. Canadian writers and artists, to be distinct, have 
only to look at life from where they are and so figure it forth 
in their work, the devising of flags and national anthems can 
be left to school children and politicians. Meanwhile, lefs look 
after the garden. \

Pro- 
fessor Wallace, who is the MacDo- 
nald Professor of Electrical Engin- 
eering and the present Chairman 
of the Department, will officially 
relinquish both of these posts at 
the end of this term. He will retire 
as Chairman on May 31, and as 
a professor on August 31. However, 
he plans to continue lecturing in 
the future as a post-retirement pro- 
fessor. 



DOCTOR TO GIVE 
DEMONSTRATION 
IN HYPNOTISM 

Under the auspice of the McGUl 
Pre-Medlcal Society; • Dr. P. Rabi 
novitch will speak to McGill stu- 
dents Monday evening February 
11; at 8:30 p.m. sharp in the Walter 
M. Stewart Room at the Union. 
His subject will be: "Hypnotism 
In. Medidnc." This will be an 
.lustrated lecture since Dr. Rabi- 
novitch has consented to perform 
some demonstrations, using stu- 
dents as subjects.

Dr. Rabinovitch is a McGill 
graduate of the Faculty of Medicine 
and served his Internship In St 
Louis Missouri.

Quebec Bom 

The Professor, was born in. the 
Prorince of Quebec in 1892. He 
was educated here, graduating 
from McGill in 1019 with tho< de- 
gree of B. Sc. in Electrical Engin- 
eering. He then joined the McGill 
staff while working towards his 
Master's Degree. His undergradua- 
te years were interrupted by the 
First World War in which he serv- 
ed as a lieutenant in the Anti- 
submarine Division of the Royal 
Marines. 

Excellent Teacher 

. Professor, Wallace. Is highly re- 
garded by his colleagues and stu- 
dents alike. Dean H. E. Jamlcson, 
head of the Engineering Faculty, 
has described Professor Wallace as 
"an excellent teacher and a most 
valued member of our .faculty in 
its general administration."' 

For many years he served as 
the Chairman of the Committee on 
Advanced Standing, which assesses 
the academic qualifications of ap- 
plicants wishing to enter the En- 
gineering Faculty after having ta- 
ken part of their education at an- 
other university. Moreover, ho re- 
presented McGill on a delegation 
from Canadian Engineering schools 
which visited' the British Isles in 
connection with the inauguration 
of the Athlehe Fellowship plan. 

While active in his administra 
tive capacity, Professor Wallace 
has not ignored his role as an edu- 
cator. He has contributed to scient- 
ific literature and is the co-author 
(along with Alexander Gray) of 



"Principles and Practice of Elect- 
rical Engineering". This book has 
enjoyed wide use in universities. 

The ' Professor's services have 
been, frequently sought by both, in- 
dustry and government In his 
career as a consulting engineer he 
has been associated . with many 
large Canadian companies, Includ- 
ing Shawinlgan Water and Power, 
Calgary Power, and Price Bros. 
- Change In Students 
In & recent Interview the Pro- 
fessor stated that aside from the 
gradual growth McGill has remain- 
ed much the same through the 
years. The only significant change 
in the students, he said, is that 
present-day undergraduates are 
more capable speakers, than their 
predecessors. He emphasized that 
the ability to speak well is impor- 
tant to people in all .walks of life. 

Dean Jamieson recalls that Pro- 
fessor Wallace, with whom he has 
worked for a long time, was a 
top student who was athletically 
inclined, and who long excelled 
in such sports as- badminton. At 
present, said the Dean, the Pro- 
fessor Is one of the better billiard 
players in the faculty who "normal- 
ly plays with. his coat on... It is a 
sign that he perde ves mounting 
difficulties -when he deigns to ex- 
pose his shirtsleeves."

Lotz will be the only 
McGill student In the. party, which 
will be lead by Dr. G. Hattersley- 
Smith of Ottawa. The expedition, 
which. will also. include students 
from the University of "Toronto, 
will form part of Canada's contri- 
bution to the International Geo- 
physical Year. 

Information About North 

Scientists from over 40 countries 
will participate in the IGY, in a 
concerted attempt to gather up- 
to-date information about all cli- 
matic regions of the world. Canada 
and Russia will send several ex- 
peditions to the arctic; a later 
Canadian party will be lead by 
Dr. Svcnn Orvig, of McGlll's Geo- 
graphy Department. These expedi- 
tions will study atmospheric and 
oceanic conditions, the so-called 
Northern Lights, and will do. seis- 
mic research into the gladal 
conditions. Lotz will be responsible 
for meteorological observations at 
and above tho surface of the glacier 
from early May to mid-September.

will return to the base by dog 
sled in September. Meanwhile the 
men will live in .tents.

Continuous Daylight 
Eilesmere Island is the largest 
in the Canadian Arctic after Baffin 
Island. Lake Hazen, in its north 
era tip, is 1,000 miles north of .the 
Arctic Circle and only 500 miles 
from tho North Pole, After April 
19th, Lotz says, the expedition will 
be in continuous daylight The snow 
melts on the island for about two 
months during the summer — the 
mean monthly temperature in June 
is 33*F. 

The IGY will extend from June 
1957 until December 1938 and is 
the third of its kind, although the 
first to be called by the present 
name. There is usually ono every 
60 years.
